I Ulna Suppressing th* opium Habit. 
The establishm ent of the 
Chinese 
Republic has led many occidentals to 
change their opium as to the lethargy 
and inertia which they supposed char­ 
acteristic of the inhabitants 
of 
the 
celestial empire. There 
is 
another 
story of accomplishment 
in 
China, 
however, during the past five years] 
which makes it even clearer than the 
recent revolution that there are un­ 
dreamed of springs of energy in the 
Chinese people. About five years ago 
the Chinese government decided that 
opium smoking, which had become the 
national vice of China, 
even 
to 
a 
greater extent than alcoholism is of 
the Western nations, must stop, and 
that, within ten years. It is scarcely 
to be wondered at that 
when 
this 
government edict was issued it was 
greeted with smiles everywhere; five 
years have passed and now the world 
knows that success in the great na­ 
tional crusade seems almost assured. 
The method that China is pursuing 
is interesting. Five years ago China 
and Great Britain 
made 
what 
is 
known as ' toe ten years* agreement’ 
by which the ^British government un­ 
dertook to reduce 
the 
amount 
of 
opium sold in Calcutta 
on 
govern­ 
ment account for export to China by 
IO per cent, every year until the traf­ 
fic had ceased. On her 
part 
China 
agreed to diminish her own produc­ 
tion in a corresponding way. Meas­ 
ures were* to be taken to reduce the 
growth of opium in China IO per cent 
each year until at the end of ten years 
no more would be raised. With sup­ 
plies from India cut off and the home 
crop reduced and eventually suppress­ 
ed altogether, the opium habit must 
necessarily disappear. The results ac­ 
complished thus far are 
promising 
Travelers report that it is no longer 
common to see men smoking opium at 
their own doors. Even two years aft­ 
er the edict, those who smoked did 
so in secret. The edict is being en­ 
forced. The agricultural map of Chi­ 
na shows after five years that there 
has been an actual reduction of 50 
Per cent, in the production of opium. 
There has been as great a reduction 
in its use. All the world will watch 
with interest this other awakening of 
China, and the oriental method of 
solving a great social question, says 
The Journal of the American Medical 
Association. In the West -we have our 
social problems of a sim ilar nature 
and China's example may prove Il­ 
lum inating and helpful.

New York.—More than $1,500,000 Is 


spent every year in Greater New York 
city for floral emblems for funerals, 
and it is said that 200,000 designs are 
annually sent to the" cemeteries .What 
becomes of them? The. flowers fa'de 
and wither; the wlnd.and rain help to 
scatter 
broadcast ' the leaves and 


petals, but the wire framework, the 
moss and the tinfoil remain to litter 
up the moat carefully kept cemetery 
unless they are disposed of after serv- 
ing their purpose 
' 


New York citv is reputed to have 


the most beautiful 
and best kept 


cemeteries in the world, and it is be 
e«u« they are cleaned out frequently 
and /their aspect not marred by ob- 
jectionable dumps of discarded floral 
emblems. 


Ffcr forty-five years a Brooklyn man 


has removed from the cemeteries the 
discarded wire frames and their ac- 
cumlated debris and today, with the 
assistance of his seven sens, he claims 
noi only all of those of South Orange 
in New Jersey and Kenlaco and Wood 
lawn above New York city 


This man, Hugh Kenney, receives 


no pay from the cemeteries for this 
work 
His teams or auto trucks call 


at the cemeteries at regular Intervals; 
at the larger and better grades as 
often as every three weeks, but at 
the smaller cemeteries only 'once in 
six months 
From each cemetery he 


removes from one to six wagon load* 
of the discarded floral emblems and 
takes them to MB plant In rirookljn 


Here 80 men are employed, who 


handle the refuse as It arrives 
As 


wagon load after wagon load comes 
from the cemeteries their contents are 
damped, into the 
large vacant lot 


which forms a part of the plant, and 
tho crew of men, armed with sharp 
knives, pincers 
and 
wire 
cutters. 


tackles 
the

pieces, and one by one they are strip- 
ped 
The tinfoil an* moss are rip- 


ped away and the stems, natural and

Meas- 
ures were- to be taken to reduce, the 
growth of opium in China 10 per cenl 
each year until at the e.n$ oi ten years 
no more would be raised. With sup- 
plies from India cut off and the home 
crop reduced and eventually suppress- 
ed altogether, the opium habit must 
necessarily disappear. The results ac- 
complished thus far are promising. 
Travelers report that it is no longer 
common to see men smotking opium at 
their own doors. Even two years aft- 
er the edict, those who smoked did 
so In secret. The edict Is ibeing en- 
forced. The agricultural map of Chi- 
na shows after five years that there 
has been an actual reduction of 50 
per cent, in the production of opium. 
There has been as great a reduction 
in its. use. All the world will watch 
with interest this other awakening of 
China, and the oriental method of 
solving a great social question, says 
The Journal of the American Medical 
Association. In the West -we have our 
social problems of a similar nature 
and China's example may prove Il- 
luminating and helpful.

It seema 
that while Oeneral Lee had gone to 
the rear of the confederate lines to se- 
cure an interview with Oeneral Grant, 
leaving Oeneral Longatreet in com- 
mand, Oeneral Gordon's division be- 
came hard pressed by the enemy and 
called on Ixmgstreet for assistance. 
Not being able to furnish assistance 
at that time Ixjngstreet sent his In- 
spector general, Maj. R. M. Simms, to 
suggest to Gordon the sending of a 
flag of truce to the federals, request 
Ing a suspension of hostilities pending 
the Interview between Lee and Grant 
Following this suggestion, Gordon at 
once dispatched Simms to Federal 
Commander Sheridan with this re- 
ques' 


As Major Simms galloped toward 


the lines of the federals he searched 
his haversack for something white* to 
cover hjs advance, but found only a 
towel. This he drew out and waved 
above his head as he approached the 
enemy 
The Union soldiers caught 


sight of the white towel,* held their 
fire, and under this Improvised flag. 
Simms was allowed to enter the lines, 
where he wan met by Colonel Whit- 
taker and taken to General Ouster, 
who was in command of that part of 
the field. 


Neither of these officers, bdwever, 


cared to declare a temporary cessa 
tion of hostilltlM Just then, feeling 
that they held the southern army at 
their mercy. So Simms was obliged 
to return to hi* own line* without ac-

truce towel In the bands of Colonel 
Whittaker, who took half of it and

A* Major Simms galloped toward 


the lines of the federals he searched 
his haversack for something white* to 
cover b^is advance, but found only a 
towel.

Ight of the white towel,* held their 
fire, and under this Improvised (lag. 
Simm* wa* allowed to enter the Hues, 
where he wan met by Colonel Whit- 
taker and taken to General Ouster, 
who waa in command of that part of 
the field.
